The Sugar Beet Industry 


Contracts for the growing of 
sugar beets to the extent of over 
4000 acres have been signed by 
the farmers of the district, and 
br. Weidman, promoter of the 
company, eXpects when his can- 
vass is completed to have about 
6000 acies signed up, 

‘The company has been some. 
what reticent disclosing their 
plans, but Dr. Weidman informed 
us that the company intended to 
bring in 300 German families, 
who would average about eight 
persons to the family, making 
2400 persons in all. These people 
would be settled on 20 acre farms 
in different parts of the district, 
and the company would provide 
them with buildings, fencing, 
etc. In return for this they would 
have to guarantee to take care of 
a certain acreage of beets on 
farms where they will be settled. 

The 300 farms for these people 
will be built this fall, and the 
occupants will come out in the 
spring of next year, 

The building of these 300farms, 
with the factories and cutting 
Stations, will mean an enormous 
amount of building activity in 
this district this fall, and once 
the industry is got going it will 
mean that there will be a very 
large permanent increase in the 
population of the district, and 
consequently more prosperity and 
enhanced land values. 

Dr. Weidman will finish his 
canvass of the district by the end 
of the present month, and those 
who have not yet signed up beet 
acreage should see him at once. §

IM ALLEN was the sole owner

MEMORIAL TABLET TO FATHERS 
OF CONFEDERATION ‘ 


Interesting Event Takes Place in Lon. 
don, in the Actual Room Where, 
Forty-four Years Ago, the Final 
Touch Was Given the Plan Which, 
Brought About a United Canada— 
Premier Laurier's Tribute, 


London, Eng.—The unveiling of the 
memorial tablet to the Fathers of 
Confederation took place recently in 
the Westminster Palace hotel in the) 
actual room where 44 years ago the, 
final touch was given the scheme 
which brought about a united Can- 
ada. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier was there and 
a host of other notables and a tribute 
paid by Canada’s premier to Sir 
Charles Tupper evoked a remarkable 
demonstration. The partizan strife 
which has separated men of genius 


was completely obliterated by the 
wonderful outburst of patriotic en- 
thusiasm. The provincial premiers 


were present and the mayors of sev- 
eral leading Canadian cities. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier evoked great enthusiasm 
with his patriotic eloquence. He gave 
Sir Charles Tupper credit of being 
second only to Sir John A. Macdonald 
in his efforts to bring about confed- 
ration. 

“After forty years we can say that 
1e work done in this room was well 


done. During the twenty years after 
the Declaration of Independence — the 
American confederation had to sur- 


vive twelve amendments. During 44 
years since the Canadian federation 
there has been only one amendment 
of an important character and that 
came without friction and to the sat-, 
isfaction of everybody. (Cheers). I 
say to Sir Charles Tupper, in your 
name and in mine, well done, good: 
and faithful servant.” (Loud cheers.) 

Lord Strathcona followed in an his- 
toric review of events since 1867 and 
unveiled the tablet amid a scene of 
spectacular enthusiasm, 

Sir Charles Tupper, despite his ad- 
vanced age, spoke excellently and was 
paid a warm tribute in the reception 
accorded him. 


MAYORS TO DISCUSS CHARTERS 


Representatives of All Cities in Al- 
berta to Get Together—Will 
Discuss a General Bill 
Calgary.—Hon. C, R. Mitchell, at- 
torney general, will call the mayors 
of the different cities of the province 
to meet shortly to talk over legisla- 
tion for the different cities. A meet- 
ing was planned for Calgary recently, 
but Mayor Mitchell was absent and 

the meeting had to be postponed. 

The cities in the province are: Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Lethbridge, Medi- 
cine Hat, Strathcona and Wetaskiwin. 
As each city is under charter and 
every charter is as different as pos- 
sible from the other, it is thought wise 
to have some genera: understanding 
among the cities before one act is 
passed governing all the cities. 

Edmonton has one form of commis- 
sion and Calgary has another form of 
commission, Edmonton has one farm 
of taxation and the other cities have 
different forms. It is believed that 1 
would be difficult without consider- 
able negotiations to frame a bill 
which would be satisfactory to others. 
The meeting is in order to find out 
just how the different cities feel upon 
the subject. 

It is more than probable that some 
of the cities and perhaps all of them 
will prefer to keep on with special 
charters rather than to abandon it for 
a new bill.

seasonable progress. 

In Argentina, the great wheat and 
flax exporter of the southern hemis- 
phere, the autumn sown crops have 
entered their first month of trans- 
equatorial winter in vigorous condi- 
tion and on probably larger increased 
areas, The recently gathered corn 
crop there turned out badly and little 
or no surplus will be available for ex- 
port 
The corn crop of South Africa also 
is reported damaged by drought and 
there will practically be none for ex 
port, 

Severe Criticism for New Roads 

Winnipeg.—The railway commission 
passed severe criticism on the G. T. P. 
and C. N. R. tor operating new lines 
without having them inspected by the 
engineer of the commission. The 
lines from Balearres to Melville, Mel- 
ville to Canora and Tofield to Red 
Deer will shortly be re-opened after a 
short stoppage. 

There was a stron condemnation 
of the G. T. P. for the conduct of af- 
ffiirs at Entwistle, west of Edmonton. 
The people of the old town applied for 
a station a year ago, but the company 
told the commission that there was 
not enough business to warrant build- 
ing a station. 

D'Arey Scott pointed out to D'Arcy 


Tate, G.T.P, solicitor, that it was, 
strange the company now wants ap- 
proval for a station some distance 


away from the town, evidently in a 
townsite of its own, 

The result is that an engineer is or- 
dered to inspect the situation and re- 
commend the site for a station at 
Entwistle, irrespective of anything the 
G. T. P. may have done there. 


Cheaper Express Rates Assured 

Winnipeg —On June 15 the ruling 
of the railway commission in regarc 
to the graduated charges of express 
companies went into effeet. This rul- 
ing will reduce the charg@ on parcels 
of one hundred pounds or under, for 
the rate will now be on twenty-five 
cent. jump basis, where before jumps 
were in some cases fifty cents and one 
dollar. Another point is that the rate 
will be figured cn nearer the exact

One charge tariff of the express 
companies which has recently gone 
into effect is the rate on cream, Ex- 
press companies now have a special 
rate for carrying cream for butter mak- 
ing, and carry empties free, but this 
does not apply to where cream is be- 
ing shipped for the making of ice 
cream for delivery. 

May Succeed Lord Strathcona 

Ottawa.—In the absence of Bir Wil- 
frid Laurier no confirmation can be 
obtained here of the report that Sir 
Daniel MeMillan, lieutenant-governor- 
general of Manitoba, will succeed 
Lord Strathcona as Canadian high 
commissioner in London, Owing to
